We appreciate the interest that growers, exhibitors, and hybridizers have 
taken in our introductions. They are listed by a number of catalogers and 
are winning many blue ribbons at the shows, It is our sincere endeavor to 
produce the best for exhibition and commercial work. Most of our varieties 
are particularly good for hybridizing: Black Cherry, Bonnie Lass, Bronze 
King, Garden Gold, Garnet Glow, Jaunty, Pure Cream, Orange Ruff, and 
Sally ‘Rose have all given excellent seedlings, including two which have been 
Grand Champions, 


We have propagated most of our varieties by selection for several years, and 
this selected stock is disseminated when available. Our fields and bulbs are 
inspected by the N. ¥. State Dept. of Agriculture. Bulbs are washed and 
quickly dried after digging, and all are dusted with DDT after cleaning. We 
take great. care to furnish the cleanest, healthiest stock possible. We will 
replace or make an adjustment on any stock found not true to name, All 
measurements given are of our field grown spikes, with no irrigation. 

The number following the variety in our list denotes the N.A.G.C. size and 
color classification: 106 and 260 Miniature and Small; 300 Medium; 
400 Large; and 500 Giant.

ORANGE RUFF — Sdl. No. 724B1 (Gene x Garden Gold) Class 524. 


80 days to bloom. Orange Ruff is one of the heaviest ruffled and textured 
glads in existence, It is also proving to be a great parent, transmitting its 
texture and ruffling to many of its seedlings; one of these, Party Ruffles, 
was Grand Champion at P.G.S. Show at Kittanning, Pa., August 1955. 
Orange Ruff’s pollen is very potent, making very large seed pods, and it will 
set seed well itself. 

The color is pure deep orange, with no fading or burning in the sun. While 
its flowerhead is a little short for exhibition, it makes this up in its beauty, 
and usefulness as a parent and for floral work. Its field height is about 
48’ with 22’’ flowerhead, 51%4’’ blooms, 17 buds, and 7 open. Excellent place- 
ment and good attachment. Bulblet production is good, and germination fair.

PURE CREAM — Sal. No. BL8-2 (Bonnie Lass Chance) Class 306. 70 
days to bloom. This is a ruffled pure cream with slightly deeper flushed 
throat and cream stamens. Its medium sized wide open blooms of immacu- 
late color, are of excellent texture, with fine facing, spacing and attachment. 
It has a strong slender stem, always straight, end is a healthy grower. Pure 
‘(Cream is a very tine parent for ruffled whites, creams, light yellows, and 
some lavenders, in the 300 classes, with some 200 size. Field performance 
is about 45’’ tall, 22’’ flowerhead, 4’’ blooms, 22 buds, and up to 8 open. 
Bulblet production is good, and germination excellent. Award of Merit

parent, but is a blazing shiny scarlet. It is a more vigorous grower than 
Birch Red, and has a somewhat longer flowerhead, about 60°’ tall, 24’’ flower- 
head, 5%’ blooms, 19 buds, 7 open. An excellent commercial or show pros- 
pect. Good bulblet production and germination. Commendation Award 
E.S.GvS.

Introductory three spike awards at Rochester in both ’53 and °54. Best 
Seelling at Geneva, N. Y. and Best 300 Seedling at Pa. State Show, °54. 6 Blue 
Ribbons at E.S.G.S. Shows in ’55, including R. I. Division winner. It grows 
about 52”’ tall, 25’ flowerhead, 4’’ blooms, 20 buds, 7 open. Excellent at- 
tachment, facing and spacing, very green foliage and is an easy cutter. 
Bulblet production and germination are excellent. It is a fine seed parent 
and ideal for arrangements and basket work.

The blooms are lightly ruffled, with wavy pointed 
petals, good texture, excellent attachment, facing and spacing on an always 
Straight stem. A very vigorous grower, easy cutter and excellent propagator. 
In the field it grows about 52’’ tall, with eight 5%4’’ blooms open, on a 
24 bud spike, with 26’’ flowerhead. 

In 1955, its first year, Awards in N. Y. State were; Reserve Champion, 5 
Blue Ribbons, a Division Champion and a Section Champion. One of its 
seedlings, a blazing medium orange, heavily ruffled, was Grand Champion 
and Best Seedling at Lima, N, Y. Sept. 3, 1955, with a score of 89.6. Sally 
Rose is a top show and commercial prospect ani a great seed parent.

BLACK CHERRY — (1948) 554 Class. 85 days. Black Cherry, 


recognized as the best black red in its class, has won a total of 55 Blue 
Ribbons in N. Y. State shows since its introduction. It will open up to 9’’, 
it does not burn in the field, and is an easy, healthy grower with well placed 
florets of good texture, slightly wavy, and well attached on a strong straight 
stem. Black Cherry makes a beautiful exhibition spike and is a very good 
seed and pollen parent. It has led its class in the National Symposuim for 
four years. It has won Section and Division Championships.

We use this extensively for cut flowers and basket 
work. It is very healthy and nearly a 100% cutter from all size bulbs.

The color is smoky slate salmon with a blue overcast, and an orange 
rel blotch. The florets have lightly frilled edges, good substance, are long 
lasting, and their facing and spacing is excellent. The plant has a strong, 
straight, medium spike, healthy foliage and bulbs. Bulblet production and 
germination is fair to good. It grows up to 57’’ tall, 30’’ flower head, 6’’ 
blooms, 22 buds, and opens 8 in the field. In Empire State Shows it has 
won 24 blue ribbons and 3 section rosettes, up to 1954.

FANTASY — (1952) The new parrot type Glad. Class 440. (Mutation 
of Strutter). 90 days. This is named for its resemblance to the Parrot 
Tulip, Fantasy, as it has a similar combination of coloring and type of bloom. 
It is a beautiful peach pink with chartreuse spurs on the back of the petals 
and these spurs carry their exotic coloring through to the front. The texture 
fluting, and ruffling is exceptionally heavy. The clear, soft, beautiful colors, 
combined with unusual 24 hour keeping quality, make Fantasy a dream for 
corsage and arrangements. It grows about the same as standard varieties 
with a height of 50’’, with a flowerhead of 22’’, 5’’ blooms, 16 to 17 buds, 
and opens 6 blooms with 7 in color . The buds are pink at the tip, with 
the base chartreuse, changing to pink as they open. Fantasy’s pollen sets 
seed readily on other varieties; it is prolific and the bulblets grow readily. 
All size bulbs and even bulblets bloom true to type. This is the original 
Fantasy and not the one advertised by Kellogg’s.

beautiful and gorgeous deep yellow that we have scen and is probably the 
best show Glad in its class. The color is pure clean golden yellow with 
slightly deeper throat, and without any flaking or foreign color. The florets 
are of good texture, lightly ruffled, and have frilled edges. Facing is ex- 
cellent and attachment is good, on a tall straight and strong spike. The 
plant and bulb are both very clean and healthy. We had spikes in our 
growing field, without irrigation, that grew 67’’ tall, with 32’ flowerhead, 
7’ blooms, 21 buds, and 6 open,

to the slender strong spike. It makes a beautiful exhibition spike that will 
stand a lot of handling, and does not burn in the sun. Garnet Glow grows 
about £0’’ tall, with 24’’ flowerhead, 4’? blooms, 20 buds, and opens 8, with 
6 buds in color, Foliage and bulbs are both healthy; bulblet production good, 
and germination fair. In our Empire State G. S. Shows alone, in 1954 and 
1955 it has won 15 Blue Ribbons, 4 Division Champs, 2 Section Cnamps, 1
